Five Freight Cars 
Derailed Sunday 

A five-car derailment on the 
CPR line south of Ensign at about 
11 ami, Sunday blocked the track 
for over 12 hours and disrupted 
telegraph service fer an hour.

Besides being highly dangerous, it is illegal in 
most of Canada to drive a car on the highway with 
only parking lights on when visibility is restricted. 

The Canadian Highway Safety Council warns that 
provincial traffic regulations prohibit the operation 
of a vehicle which cannot be clearly seen at least 500 
feet away. The Council urges all motorists to use 
headlights when driving after dusk or in blizzards, 
fog, sleet storms and heavy downpours of rain. 

“Anyone who drive the streets and road during 
some of the winter storms,” said the Council, “can 
recall the difficulty in seeing other vehicles. The ones 
showing only parking lights loomed up, most times 
as dark shapes before the lights could be seen, but 
the cars with headlights blazing could be identified 
long before the vehicles themselves became visible. 

Impaired visibility caused by insufficent light or un¬ 
favorable atmospheric conditions, added to windows 
and windshields obscured by snow, sleet, fog or rain, 
produce a deadly combination in moving traffic. The 
more identification a car can have at such times, the

To show that adventure in west¬ 
ern ranching life didn't just occur 
in Zane Grey’s novels, there is one 
incident which should suggest a 
lively story. On the other side of 
the flimsy fence from the Queens¬ 
town camp of the Circle, Tom Mc¬ 
Hugh established a small cow- 
camp which he jocularly christened 
the "Last Chance Ranch”. He then 
registered his brand as 101, but as 
may be imagined much confusion 
and consequent friction arose be¬ 
tween the Circle and the 101. So 
much, in fact , that it is said the 
Circle was forced to add an add¬ 
itional brand on the shoulder of 
Its cattle. As the friction increased, 
a Mountie, Mr. Wilson, who mar¬ 
ried one of the Brown girls, was 
sent down to keep the peace. 

The Circle considered all the 
range south of the Bow to the Bel¬ 
ly as their personal property. But 
of course strays of all the large 
ranches to the west drifted into 
the valley at various times and 
not for long were they left in un¬ 
disputed possession ot this great 
domain, even in Snake Valley. Be¬ 
sides Tom McHugh, his brother 
Felix established his camp south of 
the river from Carseland and the 
Mille Ranch, which acquired sUll 
another of the Brown daughters as 
its mistress, was established on the 
present site of Carseland. 

Where Snake Creek enters the 
Snake Valley, Andrew Bryant es¬ 
tablished his ranch and was later 
followed by the Jardines, who in 
turn sold out to the Synge broth¬ 
ers in 1902. The Bar U had a big 
camp in Bow City and the Old 76 
had a string of eleven ranches be¬ 
tween Swift Current and Cheadle, 
while northeast of Gleichen on the 
Red Deer was the famous Two Bar 
for whom our own "Slim Marsden" 
once punched cattle. The Buffalo 
Hill Ranch was established about 
1906 and about the same time 
Nesbitt McKinnon, P. Burns, Jake 
Bartsch, and O’Totts started graz¬ 
ing herds along the east side of 
Snake Valley. 

Oldtimers in whom we are es¬ 
pecially interested, who were and 
still are connected with ranching 
in the South end of Snake Valley 
are the Hardwick brothers, Doug¬ 
las and “Shorty”, and one of their 
henchmen Bob Rose. Douglas 
worked for the Quorn Ranch for 
some time. Some years later he 
started the first ranch on the Lit¬ 
tle Bow and in 1904 moved to Coal 
Coulee. The following year he 
moved his camp to the sight of his 
present ranch, ten miles southeast 
of Milo. He was joined by his 


brother in his ranching operations 
in about 1898 In 1912 they bought 
the remaining cattle of the Oxley 
Ranch as well as the brand to this 
historic Oxley "Lazy H”, the sec¬ 
ond brand registered in Alberta is 
still carried by the Hardwick 
Ranch at Milo. The Hardwick and 
McKinnon leases south of Milo 
total some 80,000 acres. 

It is interesting to note that the 
valley was the scene of great 
annual round - ups during these 
years and that some of the favorite 
camping grounds were H2 Springs 
(Arrowwood), Garden Springs 
(Shouldice) and Wallace Springs. 

The famous Blackfoot Trail 
skirted the west side of the valley 
from the Blackfoot Crossing, two 
miles west of the present bridge, 
to Fort MacLeod. 

At first the great round-ups 
swept everything from the Bow 
to the Belly and the Snake Valley 
cattle were rounded by Pool Wag¬ 
ons captained Dy O’Tott, and Daw¬ 
son. Later, when more ranchers 
had made inroads, we find more 
but smaller round-up crews cap¬ 
tained by "Shorty” Hardwick, 
Frank Hill and Jack Monahan(P. 
Burns foreman). 

Many are the tales told of those 
glamorous days. For sheer tragedy 
the tales of the winter of 1906 are 
unequaled. 

For a mixture of sly humor and 
grim adventure the’ rustling yarns 
of those days will always be re¬ 
plete with thrills and finally the 
stories of expeditions to towns, 
such as Gleichen and High River, 
after a six month sojourn on the 
range - boisterous and decidedly 
alcoholic expeditions though they 
were - always make interesting 
reading. Space however does not 
permit us to elaborate on these 
stories here so we must hasten to 
the next epoch in the history of 
our valley. 

At the turn of the century the 
Dominion Government began an 
intensive advertising campaign 
throughout the world in an en¬ 
deavor to settle the West. It was 
especially intense in the United 
States, from which a great exodus 
began. Those coming to Alberta 
came mostly from the Dakotas and 
Minnesota, but some from as far 
away as Washington and Oregon 
succumbed to the pioneer blood in 
their viens. 

Among the first to file on home¬ 
stead in this district was Dick

Shore, in 1904, after he had served 
as farm instructor and later as 
homestead locator at Gleichen. He 
also served his term at punching 
cattle and could talk the Blackfoot 
dialect. It was 1907, before he act¬ 
ually settled in the district. 

Some of the 1906 arrivals in¬ 
cluded Bob Rose, Torry Thompson 
Ole Nelson. Morseths and Solbergs. 
The winter of 1906 was the fnost 
severe winter the country had ex¬ 
perienced and proved a very try¬ 
ing one to the few settlers in the 
district as a prairie fire had swept 
the country in 1905.

SERVICE BOARD NOTES

Livestockmen in Canada are 
fortunate in that they have only 
a few diseases in cattle to combat. 
Of these few, Bovine Brucellosis 
or “Bangs” disease, as it is more 
commonly known, Is one of the 
more common and one that causes 
considerable loss each year. 

The most common manner in 
which Bangs is transmitted to a 
clean herd is through the intro¬ 
duction of an infected animal, 
which may pass the germs on in 
various ways. The disease is spread 
most often at the time of an abor¬ 
tion, by a Bangs infected animal. 
There are other ways that the In¬ 
fection may be passed through the 
herd. Animals that are purchased 
for breeding or milk production 
should be kept confined, from 
clean herds, until they are recog¬ 
nized as being free from infectious 
diseases. 

The primary symptom of the 
disease is the premature birth of a 
dead calf or abortion. Majority of 
cattle only abort once, a few abort 
twice and occasionally the third 
time, after which they build up a 
natural Immunity. During the fol¬ 
lowing years, they may conceive 
and produce normal calves, even 
though they carry the bacteria in 
their tissues. In this period, they 
are still infectious and can spread 
the disease to other animals or to 
man, in whom It causes the dread¬ 
ed Undulant Fever. 

Canadian cattle are free from a 
lot of diseases, common in foreign 
countries, only by extreme caution. 
Cattle may be Imported only from 
countries free from these diseases. 
On entry to Canada, cattle are 
quarantined at the border under 
the supervision of veterinary In¬ 
spectors until they are found free 
from infectious diseases. 

Similar principles are employed 
in Brucellosis restricted areas to 
help stop the spread of the disease. 
All cattle, except steers, sprayed 
heifers and official vaccinates up 
to thirty months of age, sold at 
an auction sale in a restricted area 
are to be tested for Bangs before 
the sale. They may be sold subject 
to a Bangs test, taken before or 
immediately after the sale, pro¬ 
viding that it is made known to 
all concerned. In this case the pur¬ 
chaser must keep the purchased 
animals confined from the rest of 
his herd until he discovers the re¬ 
sults of such tests. Upon discovery 
of a reactor among the purchased ^ 
cattle, the purchaser may rescind 
the sale of the animals by notify¬ 
ing the vendor within 14 days of 
such discovery. 

In a restricted area all calves 
between four and eleven months, 
older if so ordered, are vaccinated 
to give protection against Bangs. 
This is done by a veterinary in¬ 
spector in the fall of the year and 
again in the spring to catch any 
calves that were too young to be 
vaccinated In the fall and too old 
to be held over for the following 
fall.
